[This act] does not affect rights and duties that matured,

CONTRACTS THAT WERE ENTERED INTO, penalties that were incurred, or proceedings that were begun before [the

effective date of this act].

NEW SECTION. Section 3. Effective date -- notification to code commissioner. (1) [This act] is

effective on the effective date of the repeal of the-Pblie- Utitity Regttatory PoticiesAetof 1978 16 U.S.C. 824A-3.
(2) The public service commission shall, within 15 days of the effective date of the repeal of thePubtlie

Ytitity Regutatory PotictesAetof1978 16 U.S.C. 824A-3, notify the code commissioner, certifying that the repeal

has occurred.
